Ahaſuerus, or, according to the Septuagint, Ar- 
taxerxes, who married Eſther, after having divorced 
his former queen Vaſhti for diſobedience to his com- 
mands, Uſher and Calmet ſuppoſe, that by Ahaſue- 
rus 15 meant Darius, the ſon of Hyſtaſpes, and Scaliger 
thinks him to be Xerxes. Dr. Prideaux advances 
ſome ſtrong reaſons, to prove that Artaxerxes Longi- 
manus is the Ahaſuerus mentioned in Scripture; 
which opinion is maintained by Sulpitius, Severus, 
and many other writers, both ancient and modern..

Abotalypſits, a word that in general ſigniſies a reve- 
lation, and in particular is applied to the revelations 
St. John had in the iſland of Patmos. This is a ca- 
nonical book of the New Teſtament, and was written, 
according to Irenzus, about the year of Chriſt 96, in 
the iſtand of Patmos, whither St. John had been ba- 
niſhed by the Emperor Domitian ; but Sir Iſaac New- 
con fixes the time of writing this book earlier, viz. 
in the time of Nero. The Revelations has not at 
all times been received as canonical. There were 
many churches of Greece, as St. Jerome informs us, 
= which did not receive it; neither is it in the cata-- 
logue of the canonical books prepared by the Council 
of Lacdicea, nor in that of St. Cyril of Jeruſalem; 
but Juftin, Irenæus, Origen, Cyprian, Clemens of 
Alexandria, Tertullian, and all the writers of the 
fourth, fifth, and following centuries, quote the Re- 
= veclations as a book allowed by them to be canonical. 
7 Aporryphal, from amogunrew, which fignifies to Hide 
or conceal, It is an epithet given to ſuch books as 
are not admitted into the canon of Scripture, being 
either not acknowledged as divine, or rejected as he- 
WT retical and ſpurious. Theſe books were unknown to 
the Jewiſh church, and the writers of the firſt centuries.

He arrived at Corinth; and was very uſeful in con- 
vineing the Jews, out of the Scriptures, that Jeſus 
was the Chriſt. It is ſaid that Apollos afterwards 
became the biſhop of this city of Corinth. - 
Apillyon, the Greek name of the angel of the bat 
tomleſs pit; and ſignifies deſtroyer.

King Agrippa contributed much to his 
accepting and keeping poſſeſſion of the empire; in 
conſideration of which ſervice, he gave him all Judea, 
which, at the death of this prince, he again reduced 
into a province, and ſent Cuſpius Fadus to be gover- 
nor.

Claudius 
was poiſoned by his wife Agrippa, and was ſucceeded 
by Nero.

Clement. There is mention made of Clement in the 
Epiſtle to the Philippians, (iv. 3.) where St. Paul ſays 
Clement's name is written in the book of life. It is 
generally believed he was afterwards biſhop of Rome, 
and author of that epiſtle which goes under his name. 
Cleopas, was, according to the ancient fathers who 
ſpeak of him, brother to Joſeph, and uncle to our 
Lord. He was a faithful diſciple of our Saviour's ; 
and to him it was, together with another diſciple, as 
they were travelling to Emmaus, Chriſt made his firſt 
appearance after his reſurrection.

He was the founder of the Perſian, and deſtroyer of 
the Chaldzan empire. He was raiſed up by God to 
deliver the Jews from their captivity, and 1s repre- 
ſented in Daniel (viii. 3—20.) under the idea of a 
ram which had two horns, ſignifying that he ſhould 
unite in himſelf the two empires, that of the Medes 
and Perſians. The prophets frequently foretold the 
coming of Cyrus. Ifaiah (xliv. 28.) mentions his 
name two hundred years before he was born. The 
accounts hiſtory gives of this prince are very confuſed.

Daphne, a grove near Antioch the capital of Af- 
ſyria.

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Darius, the name of ſeveral princes mentioned i in 
hiſtory, four whereof are taken notice of in Scripture. 
I. Darius the Mede, ſpoken of in Daniel v. 31. 
ix. 11, &c. He was the ſon of Aſtyages, and uncle 
to Cyrus. Xenophon ſpeaks of him by the name of 
Cyaxares. He ſucceeded Belſhazzar in his kingdom 
of Babylon, in the year 3468. 
2. Darius, the ſon of Hyſtaſpes, F to be 
the Ahaſuerus mentioned in Scripture, and the huſ- 


band of Eſther. He removed the ſeat of the empire 


from Babylon to $uſa. The Babylonians, upon this, 
rebelled againſt ius, but were - conquered, ”' and 
their walls and gates broken down and. deſtroyed, ac- 
cording to the prophecy of Jeremiah li. 58. 

3. Darius Codomanus, who was conquered by Alex- 
ander. He is figured to us in Daniel (viii. 5, &c.) 
by a ram butting with his horns, - weſtward, north- 
ward, and ſouthward, nothing being able to reſiſt 
him; he did what he pleaſed, and became very pow. 
erfal: but, at the ſame time, a he-goat, i. e. Alex- 
ander the Great, came from the weſt, and over-run 
the world without touching the earth ; he had a very 
large horn between his wo eyes. He advanced 
againſt the ram that had two horns, and ſpringin 
forward with impetuoſity, he run againſt him with al all 
his force, attacked him with fury, ſtruck him, broke 
his two horns, and having thrown him down, tramp- 
led him under foot, without any one's being able to 
reſcue the ram out of his power. Darius Codomanus 
reigned but ſix years, from the year of the world * 
to 3674, in which he died.

Demetrius Soter, the ſon of Seleucus ſurnamed Phi- 
lopater, king of Syria. He waged many wars againſt 
the Jews, but they, under the conduct of Judas and 
his brother Jonathan, were generally victorious. See 
i Macc. vii. 2 Maec. xiv. and 1 Macc. ix. He was 
Nain in the year 3854, fighting valiantly againſt Alex- 
ander Balas, a pretended ſon of Antiochus Epiphanes. 
Demetrius Nitanor ſucceeded his father 88 
Soter in his kingdom. In this prince's reign, Jona- 


than undertook the fiege of the city of Jeruſalem, 


which was ftill in the hands of the Syrians. Deme- 
trius having notice of this, ſent for Jonathan to Pto- 
lemais, to give an account of his conduct to him. 


Jonathan, by his preſents, won ſo effectually the good 


graces of the young king, that he obtained from him 
a confirmation of the dignity of high-prieſt, and li- 
berty for all the provinces in Judea, upon a promiſe 
of paying the king three hundred talents. Demetrius, 
after he had obtained a peaceable poſſeſſion of the 
kingdom, gave himſelf up to all manner of exceſs, 
inſomuch that he became highly odious and contempti- 


ble to his ſubjects. Whereupon Diodotus, otherwiſe 


called Tryphon, undertook to place young Antiochus, 
the ſon ot Balas, on the throne. The Syrians and 
Jews joined themſelves to him, and he became fuc- 
ceſsful, He afterwards flew the young prince, and 

- procured 
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procured himſelf to be acknowledged king, under the 


name of Tryphon, having, a little before treache- 


rouſly killed Jonathan Maccabzus, who was one of 
the moſt powerful ſapports that young prince had. 
Simon, moved with juſt indignation at- his cruelty, 


went over to the party of Demetrius, who again re- 


covered his kingdom, and reigned afterwards four 
years, He was killed in the year 3878, and was ſuc- 
ceeded by his ſon Seleucus.  _. : |

years. He died in the year of the world 3336, and 
was ſucceeded by Saoſduchinus. Sir Iſaac Newton 
ſuppoſes Eſar-Haddon to be the ſame with Sardana- 
palus, the name Sardanapalus being derived from 
Afﬀer-Hadon Pul. 5 
Eau, the ſon of Iſaac by Rebekah, and twin brother 
to Jacob. The brothers differed from each other great- 
ly in diſpoſition ; Eſau delighting much in hunting. 
Jacob, employing himſelf in family affairs, became the 
favourite of his mother, by whoſe means he obtained 
his father's bleſſing in preference to Eſau his elder bro- 
ther. See Gen. xxv. Jacob, for fear of the heavy re- 
ſentment of his brother, fled into Meſopotamia, till the 
indignation of his brother ſhould be appeaſed. Eſau, 
however, at his return, received his brother -with 
great kindneſs, (Gen. xxxii.) and at the death of his 
father Iſaac, Eſau retired to Mount Seir.

It is fuppoſed, with a good deal of pro- 
bability, that this ſe& began during the perſecution 
of Antiochus Epiphanes, when great numbers of the 
Jews entered into the wilderneſs, where they inured 
themſelves to a hard and laborious way of living, 
There were two ſorts of them; ſome lived in ſociety 
and married, dwelt in great cities, and applied them- 
ſelves to huſbandry 9 innocent employments; 
theſe were called practical. The others gave them- 
ſelves up to contemplation, and were called conten- 
flasiue Efſenes They avoided living in great towns, 
as prejudicial to contemplation and expoſing to temp- 
tation. Both theſe ſorts of Eſſenes followed the ſame 
maxims. They drank no wine, and were eminent for 
their frugality and continence, To all kinds of pleas 
fure they were perfect ſtrangers. They uſed a plain 
ſimplicity in their diſcourſe,” and left to philoſophers 
the glory of diſputing and talking eloquently. They 
meddled not with commerce, becauſe they thought it 
was apt to make people covetous. They had ne 
property, but had all things in common. As they 
were charitable one towards another, and hoſpitable 
to ſtrangers, want and indigence were things they 
knew nothing of. All ſuch arts as were deſtructive 
to mankind, and hurtful to ſociety, were baniſhed from 
among them. They reckoned war unlawful, but 
they carried a weapon to defend themſelves againſt 
the attacks of thieves and robbers. They never took 
any thing with them, becauſe they were ſure of find- 
ing all neceſſaries wherever they came. There were 
amongſt them neither maſters nor ſlaves; all were free, 
and ſerved one another; there was, notwithitand» 
. | ing, 
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ing a great deal of Fonler's amongſt chem. The elders, 


eſpecially, were very much reſpected; and the diſciples 
had a great veneration for their maſters. They never 


took an oath; atleaſt, not without mature deliberation. 
They had the utmoit abhorrence to a lie, and their word 
was more ſacred than the oath of another. They all 
owned a future ſtate, but denied a reſurrection of. the 
dead. The reaſon why this ſect is not mentioned in 
the New Teſtament, may ariſe from their retired man- 


ner of living. There ſeems to be as great uniformity 


between the Eſſenes and Pythagoreans, as there was 
between the Sadducees and Epicureans, the Phari- 
ſees and the Stoicks.

 Perga, a city of Pamphylia, mentioned in Acts 
xlii. 14. N 

Pergamus, a celebrated city of Troas, the biſhop of 
which St. John addreſſes in his Revelations ii. 13, &c. 
 Perizzites, (ſcattered, or diſperſed) the ancient in- 
habitants of Paleſtine, mingled with the Canaanites. 

Per/cpolis, the capital city of ancient Perſia, ſitu- 
ated eaſt long. 54“. and north lat. 30%. where are 


ſtill to be ſeen the remains of a once moſt magnificent 


palace and temple. 1 
_ Perſia, an ancient kingdom of Aſia, the inhabi- 
tants of which became very famous from the time of 


Cyrus, the founder of the Perſian monarchy. Their 


ancient name was Elamites, and in the time of the 
Roman emperors they went by the name of Parthians. 
 Perfis, a Roman lady whom St. Paul falutes in his 
Epiſtle to the Romans xvi. 12. | 
Peter, the Apoſtle, ſon of John, or Jona, or Joanna, 
and brother of Simon, was born at Bethſaida, and 
was by profeſſion a fiſherman, His firſt name was 


Simon ox Simeon, but when our Saviour called him to 
the apoftleſhip, he changed it into Cephas, 1. e. in 


Syriac, @ fore, or a rock; in Latin petra, whence 
Peter. Peter was preſented at our Saviour's accuſa- 
tion in the high-prieſt's hall, but thrice denied his 
maſter, according to our Saviour's prediction, Matt. 


xxvi. 73. St. Peter, after our Saviour's aſcenſion, 


continued very zealons and conſtant in his maſter's 


ſervice, till he was crowned with martyrdom, in the 


Year 66, at Rome, where he was taken up and thrown 


into priſon, and continued there nine months; at laſt 


he was crucified in the Via Oſtia, with his head 
downwards, as he himſelf had deſired of his execu- 
tioners. This he did out of a ſenſe of humility ; for 
fear it ſhould be thought, as $t, Ambroſe ſays, that 
ke affected the glory of Jeſus Chriſt, and the more to 
augment the pain of the execution. . 
Pethabiah, the head of the nineteenth family of

Pethor, a city of Meſopotamia, of which the falſe 
prophet Balaam was a native. Numb. xxii. 5.

He married Mi- 
chal, after Saul had taken her from David; but David 
afterwards took her away from Phalti. 1 Sam. xxv. 44. 
Phanuel, of the tribe of Aſher, the father of a holy 
widow or propheteſs called Anna, who was in the 
'Temple when our Saviour was there with his parents. 
Luke ii. 36. 3 | 
Pharaoh, (ring) a common name of the kings of 
Egypt; ten of whom are mentioned in facred Scrip- 
ture, | | 
Pharathini, a city of the tribe of Ephraim. 1 
Macc. ix. 50. This eity is known by the name of 
Firathon, in Judg. xii. 15. 
Pharez, (Heb. one breaking forth) ſon of Judah 
and Tamar. Gen. xxxviii. 7. 2 
Phariſees, a famous ſect among the Jews, fo called 
from an Hebrew word Pareo which ſignifies 70 
ſeparate, or ſet apart, becauſe they . to a 
greater degree of holineſs and piety then the reſt of 
the Jews. lt is difficult to trace out the beginning of 
this ſe&; but it is moſt probable, as they were ſuch 
lovers of traditions, that they * e to appear when 
traditions came to have the preference to the law of 
God, 2. e. about a hundred years before the birth of 
Chriſt; hence the diſtinguiſhing character of the Pha- 
riſees was their zeal for the tradition of the elders, 
which they derived from the ſame fountain with the 
written word itſelf. They pretended in every thing 
to a rigid exactneſs of the law of God, yet concealed 
under the outward garb of religion the moſt odious 
crimes, pride, ambition and covetouſneſs. : 
Pharpar, is one of the rivers of Damaſcus, or 
rather it is a branch of the River Barrady, which 
waters the city of Damaſcus and the country about 
it. 2 Kings v. 13. ö 
Phebe, a deaconneſs of the port of Corinth, called 
Cenchrea. St. Paul ſeems to have had a 8 
Ko ' eſteem 
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eſteem for this holy woman, and ftrongly recommends 
her to the Romans, in his Epiſtle vi, 2. 
Phenice, a port of the ifland of Crete. Ads 
xxvii. 12. 
Phenicia, à province of Syria, the limits of which 
cannot be aſcertained, fince they have not been always 
the ſame. The Phenicians were much celebrated for 


their knowledge of navigation, commerce e and aſtro- 


nomy. 
Philadelphia, the ſame with Rabbah or Rabbath, 
the capital of the Ammonites. Rev. iii. 
_ _ Philemon, a rich citizen of Coloſſe in —_— He 
was converted to the Chriſtian faith, with Appia his 
wife, by Epaphras the diſciple -of St. Paul. Some 
ſay, he was made by that Apoſtle biſhop of Coloſſe, 
and that he there ſuffered martyrdom, 9 wich 
Appia his wife, in the time of Nero. 
Philitus, mentioned by St. Paul in his Second 
- Epiſtle to Tim. ii. 16, &c. 
Philip, the Apoſtle, was a native of Bethſaida, and 


called to the apoſtleſhip at the beginning of our Savi- 


- gur's miſſion. After our Lord's aſcenſion, St. Philip 
went to propagate the goſpel in Upper Afia, where, 
by his preaching and miracles, he gained many con- 
verts. In the latter part of his life he came to Hiera- 
polis in Phrygia, a city very much addicted to idola- 
try, and particularly to the worſhip of a ſerpent of 
a prodigious bigneſs, St, Philip procured the death, 
or at leaſt the diſappearing of this monſter, and con- 
vinced its worſhippers of the abſurdity of paying di- 
vine honours to ſuch odious creatures. But the ma- 
giſtrates, enraged at Philip's ſucceſs, impriſoned him, 
and ordered him to be ſeverely ſcourged and then put 
to death, which ſome ſay was by crucifixion, others 
by hanging him up againſt a pillar. 

Philip, the ſecond of the ſeven deacons, choſen by 
the apoſtles after our Saviour's reſurrection. Philip 
e e the goſpel in Samaria, performed there ma- 
ny miracles, and converted many perſons. After- 
| wards he was ordered by the angel of the Lord to 


meet the eunuch belonging to Candace queen of 
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Ethiopia, whom he likewiſe converted to the Chriſ- 
tian faith. Acts viii. 26. | | 
Philippi, one of the chief cities of Macedonia, for- 
merly called Dathos, but afterwards had its name 
from Philip, the famous king of Macedon, who re- 
paired and beautified it. St. Paul came to this city in 
the year 52, and made many converts, to whom he 
afterwards ſent an Epiſtle by Epaphroditus, which is 

received as one of the canonical books of Scripture. 

Philiſtines, a people of Paleſtine, who came hither 
from the iſle of Caphtor. The time of their coming 
is not known; however, they had been a long time in 
the land of Canaan, when Abraham came thither, in 
the year of the world 2083, 5 

Philologus. St. Paul, in his Epiſtle to the Romans 
xv1. 15. ſalutes Philologus, of whom nothing parti- 
cular is known. ” | 

Phinehas, ſon of Eleazar, and grandſon of Aaron. 
He was the third high-prieft of the Jews, and is much 
commended for the zeal he ſhewed in vindicating the 
glory of God, in the affair of Zimri and Cofbi, 
(Numb. xxv. 7.) Inſomuch that God promiſed the 
prieſthood ſhould be given to his poſterity by a per- 
petual covenant; this condition being included, (as 
interpreters obſerve) that his children ſhould continue 
faithful and obedient. The time of Phinehas's death 
is not exactly known.—'The name, alſo, of the fon of 
Eli and brothet of Hophni. 5 
 Phlegon, mentioned by St. Paul in his Epiſtle to 
the Romans, (xvi. 14.) was made, according to the 
Greeks, biſhop of Marathon in Attica. 

Pyygéllus, was a Chriſtian of Afia, who happening 

to be at Rome while St. Paul was there in priton, (2 
Tim. i. 15.) forſook him in his neceſſity, together 
with Hermogenes. 

Physician, ſignifies, 1ſt. one who profeſſes and prac- 
tiſes medicine, or the art of phyſic.

Pihakireth, (Heb. the paſs, or e of Hiroth ) one 
of the encampments of the Iſraelites, by the Red Sea. 
Pilate, or Pöntius Pilate, is generally believed to 
be a Roman, though it is not certainly known what 


family or country he was of. He was ſent to govern 


Judea, in the room of Gratus, in the year 26 or 2 
of the vulgar æra, and in the 12th-or 1 3th of the 
reign of Tiberius. Pilate, though perfectly convinced 
of our Bleſſed Saviour's innocence, was overcome 
by the importunity of the people, and delivered him 
up to the ſoldiers, that they might crucify him. He 
was afterwards depoſed: by Vitellius the proconſul of 
Syria, for his exceſſive cruelties and rapine, and ſent 
to Rome to give an account of his onde to the em- 
peror. But though Tiberius died before Pilate ar- 
rived at Rome, yet his ſucceſſor Caligula baniſhed 
him to Vienne in Gaul, where he was reduced to ſuch 
extremity, that he put a period to his miſerable ex- 
iſtence with his own hands. 

Piletba, one of the chief prieſts, who Gowed the 
covenant which Nehemiah 'renewed with the Lord, 
Neh. x. 24. 

Pillar, a ef gg of clouds, of fire, or of ſmoke, ſignify 
a cloud, a fire, or imoke, which are raifed up towards 
heaven in the form of an irregular pillar. Ex. xi. 21. 

Pirathon, a city of the tribe of Ephraim, in the 
mountain of Amalek. Judg. xii. 15. 

Piſgab, a mountain beyond Jordan, in the country 
of Moab. 

Pisidia, a province of Aſia Minor. At Antioch of 
Piſidia St. Paul preached. Acts x11. 14. 

Piſon, or Phiſon, one of the four great rivers that 
watered the Terreſtrial Paradiſe. Calmet ſuppoſes 
this river to be the ſame with Phaſis, a famous river 
of Colchis. 


Pleiades, in aſtronomy, an aſſemblage of the ſtars, 


in the neck of the conſtellation Taurus, and which ap- 
pears at the beginning of the ſpring. Job xxxvin, 31. 
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Pontus, a province of Aſia Minor. To the faithful 


of this province, and to thoſe of the neighbouring 
provinces, St. Peter addreſſes his Firſt Epiſtle. 1 


Peter 1. I. EY | 
Pitiphar, an officer of the court of Pharaoh king 


of Egypt, to whom Joſeph was ſold by the Midiani- 


tiſh merchants, and by whom he was made ſuperin- 
tendant of his houſe, But ſome years after, upon the 


falſe accuſation of Potiphar's wife, was caſt into pri- 
ſon, and from thence delivered in the manner related!

Prieſt, the general name for the miniſter of religion 


in all ages and countries. The prieſt under the law 


was, among the Hebrews, a perion conſecrated and- 


ordained of God, not only to teach the people and 
pray for them, but alſo to offer up ſacrifices for his: 


own ſins, and thoſe of the people. Lev. iv. 5. The 
high-prieſt was at the head of all religious affairs, 


and was the ordinary judge of all matters concering 
the practice and judgments of the Jewiſh nation. 
Deut. xvui. 8. 


Priſcilla, who, together with her huſband Aquila, 
lived at Corinth when St. Paul came thither. Acts 


xviii. 1. They entertained the Apoſtle at their own 
houſe, where he lodged a great while; Aquilla and St. 
Paul working at the ſame bufineſs, which was that of 


making tents of leather for the uſe of the army. 
They attended the Apoſtle to Epheſus, (Rom. xvi. 5. 


from thence they went to Rome, and ſome time after- 


wards returned into Aſia, where it is ſuppoſed they

Proſelytes among 
the Hebrews were diſtinguiſhed into two ſorts ; the 
firſt called Proſelytes of the Gate, and were thoſe. who 
obſerved the Moral law only, and the rules that were 
impoſed on the children of Noah ; the ſecond were 
called the Proſelytes of Juſtice, who engaged them- 
ſelves to receive circumciſion and the whole law of 
' Moles. . | | 
P/alms, a canonical book of the Old Teſtament, 
containing ſpiritual ſongs and hymns compoſed by 
King David and others. They are called Pſalms 
from the Greek Jam, which fignifies fo touch faveetly, 
becauſe with the voice was joined the ſound of muſical. 
inſtruments. | 
P/altery, a muſical inftrument in uſe among the 
Hebrews, which was compoſed of wood with ſtrings, 
and was made uſe of with other inſtruments in the ſo- 
lemnities and ceremonies of religion. 1 Kings x. 12, 
Ptolemy, a name borne by all the kings in Egypt, 
from Ptolemy the fon of Lagus, who, upon the death 
of Alexander the Great, ſucceeded to the government 
of this country, until the time of its conqueſt by the 
Romans. a 
Publican, a farmer or receiver of public money, an 
officer of the revenue, and colleQor of ſuch taxes as 
. are impoſed on the people. This was an office very 
hateful to the Jews, who had always greatly valued 
themſelves upon their liberty. John viii. 33. 
Publius, the governor of the iſland Melita or Malta; 
when St. Paul was ſhipwrecked, by a tempeſt, upon 
this iſland, in the year 60, this Publius received St. 
Paul and his company with great humanity. 'The 
Apoſtle in acknowledgment reſtored the governor's 
father to his health, who was ill of a fever and bloody 
flax. It is ſaid, that not only Publius and his father, 
but the whole iſland alſo, were converted to the Chriſ- 
tian faith, . | 
Pudens, mentioned by St. Paul, (2 Tim. iv. 21.) 
is believed to have been one of the ſeventy * 
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and to have ſuffered martyrdom under the reign. of 
Nero. 3 


Pul, or Phul, king of Aſſyria. He came into che 


land of Iſrael in the time of Menahem king of the 


ten tribes, but this monarch prevailed upon him, by 
a preſent of a thouſand talents, not only to withdraw 


his forces, but to recogniſe his title likewiſe to the 
crown of Iſrael. Sir Iſaac Newton ſuppoſes him to be 


the ſame with Belus, the firſt founder of the Aſſyrian

the name of Philadelphia from Ptolomy Philadelphus. 


Rab-frakeh, or Rab-ſaces, (Heb. the chief butler, or 


cup-bearer) was ſent with an imperious meſſage by 
Sennacherib king of Aſſyria, to ſummon Hezekiah 
to ſurrender to him. 2 Kings xvii. 17. 

Rabſaris, (2 Kings xviii. 17.) chief of the eunuchs 


of King Sennacherib. He was ſent with Rab-ſhlaken 


and Tartan to ſymmon Hezekiah to ſurrender. 

Racha, or Raca, a Syriac word which properly ſig- 
nifies empty, vain, fooliſh, and includes a ſtrong idea 
of contempt. Matt. v. 22. 


Rachel, (Heb. a Heep) daughter of Laban, ſiſter of 


Leah, wife of Jacob, and mother of Joſeph and Ben- 
jamin. 

Raddai, the fifth ſon of jeſſe, and brother of Da- 
vid. 1 Chron. ii. 14. 

Ragee, a city of Media, ftanding upon the moun- 
tain of Jebatane, about a day's journey from that 
town. Tob. i. 


Raguel, father of Sarah, and father-in-law of young 


Tobias. Tob. vi. 


Rahab, a harlot or hoſteſs of the city of Jericho, 


who received into her houſe and concealed the ſpies 
ſent by Joſhua to view the city. Joſh. ii. 1. For 
which good office ſhe and her whole family were ſaved 
from that general deſtruction which God ſoon after 
brought upon the city of Jericho and its inhabitants. 


Ramah, a city of Benjamin, ſituate between Gab&- 


and Beth-el, towards the mountains of Ephraim, fix 
miles diſtant from Jeruſalem, to the north.—The 


name, alſo, of a city of Naphtals, upon the frontiers - 


of Aſher, Joſh. xix. 36. 
Rimathem, 
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Ramat hem, a city on the road from Joppa to jeru- 


ſalem. I Macc. xi. 34. ; 

Ramoth, a famous city in the mountains of Gilead, 
which was deſigned for an habitation to the Levites, 
and was one of the cities of refuge beyond Jordan. 


Raphael, one of the ſeven archangels which are, 


ſuppoſed to be continually before the throne of God, 
and are always at hand to perform his commands. 


This angel took an human form, and conducted To- 


bias from Nineveh to Rages. See Tob. v. 5, 6. : 
Reaiah, ſon of Shobal, father of Jahath, and grand- 
ſon of the patriarch Judah. 1 Chron. iv. 2. 
R2bekab, . or Rebecca, daughter of Bethuel, wife of 
Iſaac, and mother of Eſau and Jacob.

Rome, the capital of Italy, miſtreſs of the Roman 


empire, was founded by Romulus and Remus, accord- 
ing to Uſher, in the year 3960 of the Julian period, 


in the year of the world 3256, before Chriſt 748, 


towards the end of the reign of Hezekiah .king of. 
Judah. The Romans, at the coming of our Saviour, 


had extended their empire over almoſt every part of 


the then known world. Jeruſalem was taken by them 


no leſs than three times: 1ſt, by the arms of Pompey, 


in the year of the world 3941; 2d. by Joſicus, in the 


year 3967; and the third and laſt time, under Titus, 


when both the city and temple were utterly deſtroyed. . 
'The goſpel was early preached in this city. St. Paul 
wrote an Epiſtle to the Roman converts in the year 60, . 


wherein his principal aim is to perſuade them to a 
ſteady perſeverance in the profeſſion of Chriſtianity, 


by convineing them, that God is the God of the Gen- 
tiles as well as of the Jews, and others; that under 
the goſpel there is no difference betwen Jew and Gen- 


tile, and that there was now no neceſſity to ſubmit to 


circumciſion, and the other ceremonial obſervances 
of the Jews. This Epiſtle gives us a moſt clear and

Sadducees, a famous ſect among the Jews, ſo called 
from their founder Sadoc. It began in the time of 
| 1 of Sadoc, preſident of the Sanhedrim at 
Jeruſalem, and teacher of the law in the principal 
divinity ſchool of that city. He died in the time of 
Ptolemy Philadelphus, king of Egypt. Antigonus 
having often in his lectures inculcated to his ſcholars, 
that they ought not to ſerve God in a ſervile manner, 
but only out of filial love and fear; two of his ſcholars, 
Sador and Baithus, inferred from thence, that there 
were no rewards at all after this life, and therefore 
ſeparating from the ſchool of their maſter, they 
thought there was no reſurrection or future ſtate, nei- 
ther angel or ſpirit. They ſeem to agree intirely 
with the Epicureans, differing only in this, that 
though they denied a future itate, yet they allowed 
the power of God to create the world, and his provi- 
dence to govern it, whereas the followers of Epicurus 
denied both. Fa 

Salamis, was once a famous city in the iſle of Cy- 
prus, where the goſpel was early preached. In the 
primitive times it was made the ſee of the primate or 
metropolitan of the whole iſland. Acts xin. 5. - 

Salem, (Heb.-peace or ſafety) a name of the city of 
Jeruſalem. Pſalm Ixxvi. 2. 
Salnine, a city and ſea-port in the iſland of Crete, 
Acts xxvii. 7. | 

Salome, wife of Zebedee, and mother of St. James 
Major, and St. John the Evangeliſt. She was one of 
thoſe holy women who uſed always to attend upon aur 
Saviour in his journies and miniſter te him. Matt. 
XKvii, 56. Mark xvi. 1. | 

Samaria, the capital city of Samaria, or of the ten 
tribes. It was built by Omri king of Iſrael, and re- 
ceived its name Samaria, from Shemar, the perſon of 
whom Omri purchaſed the hill whereon it was built. 
In the time of Shalmenezer, king of Aſſyria, by 
whom it was taken, this city was much enlarged and 


beautified. Shalmenezer, having reduced it to a ws.”

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of ſtones, and carried captive the Iſraelites he found in 
the country, ſent other innabitants in their ſtead, the 

moſt conſiderable of which were the Cuthites, de- 
ſcended from Cuſh. Eſarhaddan, the ſucceſſot of Shal- 
menezer, ſent prieſts to inſtruct theſe people in the 
true religion, their country being infeſted with lions, 
which he imputed to the ignorance of the people in 
the manner of worſhipping the god of the country. 
At firſt they mingled-Judaifm and Paganiſm together, 
but afterwards they adhered only to the law of Moſes. 


In the time of Alexander the Great, they built a 


temple on Mount Gerizim, which they ſuppofed was 
the place where God intended to receive the adora- 
tion of his people. There was a perpetual enmity 
between theſe people and the Jews. John iv. 9g. 
Samos, a famous Iſland in the Archipelago, upon 
the coaſt of Aſia Minor. I Maecc. xv. 23. Acts xx. 15. 
* Samothracia, an wland of the Ægean-ſea. Acts 
XVI. II. ; 
Samſon, the fon of Manoah, and of a woman whoſe 
name is not known. His birth was predicted by an 
-angel who appeared to Manoah and his wife. He 
was deſigned by God to deliver the Jews from the 
hands of the Philiſtines, and had ſuch amazing 
ſtrength given him as no man ever yet poſſeſſed. Af- 
ter performing many glorious actions, he fell in love 
with Delilah, a Philiſtian harlot, to whom he de- 
.clared the part in which his extraordinary ſtrength 
lay : ſhe deceived and betrayed him into the hands 
of her countrymen, by whom he was impriſoned, 
had his hair ſhorn, and his eyes put out. After Sam- 
ſon had continued a year in priſon, his hair was 
grown and he reſtored to his former ſtrength. The 
Philiſtines about this time held a grand feaſt in ho- 
nour of their god Dagon, whom they ſuppoſed had 
delivered Samſon into their power. Their priſoner 
Was ſent for to divert them; and, after they had in- 
ſulted him for ſome time, he deſired to be led to one 
of thoſe pillars which ſupported the building. By this 
means, having laid hold of the two main ſupporters, 
he pulled the temple down upon himſelf and the 
e Philiſtines, 
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Philiſtines, cruſhing no leſs than three thouſand peo 


ple (with the chief of the nobles) to death in its fall. 


Divines ſuppoſe that he was moved to this action by 
the peculiar inſpiration of the Holy Ghoſt. 45 

Samuel, (Heb. ae of God) the fon of ' Elkanah 
and Hannah, of the tribe of Levi and family of Ko- 
hath, a prophet and judge of Iſrael for ſeveral years. 
He ſucceeded Eli in his office, whoſe family was re- 
jected from ſerving the Lord for the iniquity of his 
children, which the old man did not endeavour to 
reſtrain. Samuel died at the age of ninety-eight, 
about two years before the death of Saul, in the year 
of the world 2947. To him are aſcribed the Book of 
Judges, that of Ruth, and the Firſt Book of Samuel; 

Sanballat, the chief of the Cuthites or Samaritans, 
who was always an enemy to the Jews, and greatly 
oppoſed Nehemiah in the building the walls of Jeru- 
ſalem. Neh. ii. 10. os „„ 

Sanctuary. They call by this name that part of 
the Temple of Jeruſalem, which was the moſt ſecret 
and moſt retired of all the reſt, in which was the ark 
of the covenant, and wherein none but the high- 
prieſt might enter, and that but once in a year, 
which was upon the day of ſolemn expiation.—Some- 
times it is uſed in general for the Temple. 

Sandals, at firſt were only foles tied to the feet 
with ſtrings or thongs ; afterwards they were covered, 
and at laſt they called even ſhoes by the name of 
ſandals. Theſe. were ſometimes made of gold or 
other precious matter, and were a magnificent ſort of 
ſtockings or buſkins. = 

Sanhedrim, from the Greek word om$:w, Which 
ſignifies a counſel or afſembly of perſons fitting together, 
was the name whereby the Jews called the great 
council of the nation, aſſembled in an apartment of 
the Temple of Jeruſalem, to determine the moſt 1m- 
portant affairs both of their church and ſtate. This 


_ counſel conſiſted of ſeventy ſenators, and had great 


authority. The king, the high-prieſt, and the pro- 
phets, were under its juriſdiction. The Jews had an 


inferior council of twenty-three judges to decide lefler 
O matters, 
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matters, but had not a power of life or death. To 
this our Saviour refers, St. Matt. v. 22. 

Sapphira, the wife of Ananias, who ſuffered to- 

FORE with him immediate death, for FOTOS to 
eceive the Holy Ghoſt. . Acts v. 1. 

Sapphire, a precious gem, of deep blue colour. It 
was the ſecond ſtone in the ſecond- row, upon the 
high; prieſt's breaſt- plate. Exod. xxviii. 18. 

Sarah, (princeſs) the wife of Abraham and mother 
of Iſaac, whom ſhe bore at an age when ſhe could 
form little expectations of ſuch a bleſſing. Gen. xxi. 
— The name, alſo, of the daughter of Raguel and 
wife of Tobias. Tob. iii. 7, 15. 

Saramel, or Saramael, a place mentioned in 1 
Macc. xiv. 28. which ſome ſuppoſe to be the ſame 
with Millo, others with Jeruſalem. 

Sardis, a city of Aſia Minor, formerly the capital 
of Crœſus, king of Lydia. Rev. iii. 1, 2, &c. 

Sardius, (redneſs) the firſt ſtone in the firſt row of 
the high-prieſt's breaſt-plate, which many tranſlate 
ruby, or pyropus. 

Sardonyx, . a precious ſtone, | mentioned in Rev. 
18. 

Sar ſechim, ¶ the chief of the cup-bearers) one of the 
chiefs of the Babylonian army. Iſaiah xxxix. 3. 

Satan, (i. e. an adver/ary, an enemy, an accuſer.) 
It is generally uſed for the devil. 

Sawaran, the ſurname of Eleazer, the brother of 
Judas Maccabzus. 1 Macc. vi. 43. 
Saul, the ſon of Kiſh, of the tribe of Benjamin, 
and the firſt king in Iſrael. Saul, not fulfilling the 
commands of God, was rejected by him, and David

Saul kney this, he perſecuted David with the greateſt 
enmity ; but was at laſt ſlain, together with his ſons, 
on Mount Gilboa, fighting valiantly againſt the Phi- 
liſtines.

There were ſeven ſons of this Sceva, who went from 
one city to another, as a great many other Jews did, 
to exorciſe thoſe. who were poſſeſſed.

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Epheſus, pretended to invoke the name of Jeſus over 
thoſe who were poſſeſſed. But the ſpirits handled.

_ counſellor, and a valiant commander. Under him 
the Jews enjoyed great peace and tranquility. He 


was treacherouſly ſlain, in the year 3869, with his 
ſons Mattathias and Judas, by Ptolemy the ſon of 
Ambubus, who had married his daughter, in the 
caſtle of Docus. Ptolemy thought, by this barbarous 
piece of treachery, to make himſelf maſter of Jeruſa- 
lem and the whole country of Judea. But John Hir- 
canus, the ſon of Simon, getting intelligence of his 
deſign, arrived before him at Jeruſalem, where he 


was acknowledged high- prieſt and prince of the Jews,

The Temple con- 
tinued buried in its ruins for the ſpace of fifty-twa 
years, till the firſt year of Cyrus at Babylon, in the 
year of the world 3468. Then that prince gave per- 
miſſion to the Jews to return to Jeruſalem, and rebuild 
the Temple of the Lard. But they meeting with 
many interruptions in the rebuilding it from their 
enemies, did not finiſh and dedicate it till the reign of 
Darius Hyſtaſpes, in the year of the world 3489. 
In the year 3986, Herod the Great undertook to re- 
build the whole Temple anew, which he finiſhed in 
the moſt ſuperb and — manner. This Temple 
built by Herod did not ſubſiſt above 77 r being 
deſtroyed by the Romans in the year of Chriſt 50,
